and at loss: the tutoring critic talks in his routine phrases of its strange, weird 
power; of a wild and original genius too soon extinguished, of the promise of 
work greater and more symmetrical than that Emily Bronté’s only novel con- 


tained. But as to its purpose he also is at loss. 

In Wuthering Heights” there are many faults, but doubtful impartment 
of its purpose is not one of them. Its ethics are as clear and comforting as 
sunshine after tempest.

As to its stark and passionate power and as to the strange, self-contained, 
virginal being who wrote the tale, “ Wuthering Heights „is among the most 
remarkable books in English fiction. It was written about the year 1846 by an 
English spinster of 28 years (and in early Victorian England one was very much 
a spinster at 28) who lived in a sequestered rectory on the Yorkshire moors. 
Her book is at once a tragedy of the undisciplined and a glorification of the 
moors, against the strong, sad, brooding background of which the mad turmoil 
of its human passions becomes indescribably piteous because seeming doubly 
vain. With the thought of the moors constantly in mind it must be read or 
half its poignancy is missed. To Emily Bronté the moors were life, and when 
she was away from them—at school in Brussels with her sister Charlotte— 
she almost died of the longing. for them.

It is this, Emily Bronté of the wide moors and of the unconquerable soul 
whom we ought to hold in memory when routine critics and careless readers 
try to hurry us toward the verdict that her sole book of prose, the gigantic 
„Wuthering Heights,” is remarkable not so much as a masterpiece as a curi- 
osity of literature and that its strange spell is less the spell of clean vigor than 


of dark and morbid violence, 
Otherwise we shall miss the essential part of one of the most invigorating 


books in our language. 
The period of the action antedates Emily’s time by nearly three-quarters of 
a century. It is the last quarter of the eighteenth century and the characters 
are the people of gian England at a period when gentlemen struck quicker, 
drank deeper, and swore harder than did the humble folk of Emily’s milder 
Victorian time. Especially in the north had manners retained an almost Saxon 
uncouthness as, too, had speech retained many a strong and savory Saxon 
word that the language could ill afford to lose, though now, as generally 
spoken, it has lost them. In Yorkshire many of them may still be heard, and 
in Yorkshire may still be encountered also that devastating forthrightness 
which distinguishes both the masters and servants in “ Wuthering Heights.”
